At present the jurisdiction of a 
cattle-pound is the same as that of an outpost at least, and includes under 
it from 25 to 150 villages. Again, some of the tlanas which have no 
outposts have only one cattle-pound. But then the jurisdiction ofa 
thana extends over from 250 to 800 villages. Under these circumstances, 
itis not very clear how many square miles will be comprised under the 
jurisdiction of one Union Committee. Again, if there are 300 villages 
under the judisdiction of a thana, and if the thana has a yearly 
income of Rs. 600 arising from the cattle-pound belonging to it, then it 
is not conceivable how so small an income will be sufficient for. the 
purposes of assisting village schools and causing repairs to local roads, &c. 
According to the Editor there ought to be a Panchayet in every. one of 
the villages in which there is a thana or an outpost. Besides these 
Pancheyets, there ought to be established Boards in some of the 
populous localities under the jurisdiction of a thanah. No one of 
these Boards should have jurisdiction over more than 25 square miles.

Nor will the Gover- 
ment be able, by conferring any new right onthe ryot, to save him from 
the tyranny of the zemindar, if the latter is really bent on seeing him 
ruined. On the other hand, these several objects which the Bill has in view 
are very likely to be gained by conferring the proposed rights on middle 
class tenants. These men are remarkably free from the faults that are 
found both in the zemindar and the ryot. Besides, they have the advantages 
of education and wealth, and may therefore be reasonably expected to 
adopt scientific measures for the improvement of their lands if some 
new privilege is bestowed on them. Again, these men possessing as they 
do the advantages of knowledge and wealth will be able, as may be 
easily conceived ; to baffle the intrigues of the zemindar to ruin them. No 
is there any chance of the ryot being ill-treated by these middlemen 
Again, the intermediate agencies of peons, naibs, dewans, &c., being wanting 
in the case of middlemen, it is often easier for the ryot to get access to 
them than it would be if he lived under a zemindar. Lastly, as middle 
men are not guided by the advice of dewans and others, but, see every: 
thing for themselves, it is almost certain that they, when brought | 


into contact with the cultivator of the soil, will take steps for thett 
improvement. /

The Deputy Collectors again have been serving certificates, attaching 
propertics and issuing warrants simultaneously. It is stated in the 
certificate that in case any one has any objection to the sum mentioned 
therein being levied from him he will have 80 days’ time for making a 
petition stating the grounds of his objection. Now what is the meaning of 
such provisions, if the attachment of person and property goes on simul- 
taneously with the serving of the certificate? tf any ryot’s rent falls into 
arrears, even to the extent of, say, 4 annas, he is often made to pay 3 to 4 
rupees.
